Leon Trotsky, the old Russian Bolshevist, assassinated 


Wednesday in Mexico City, was the original man "who knew 
he was right but couldn't prove it." Trotsky, a doctrinnaire 


^Bolshevist, rose to be co-ruler of Russia with Nikolai Lenin, 


held supreme power for 10 years — then lost it and spent the 
rest of his life a hunted exile from his native land, because he 
could not adapt book theory to reality, because he believed in 
Bolshevism first and in Russia second.

® Of all the host of Bolshevists who 


warmed Russia after the C/ars only 
Trotsky stuck to the chapter and page 
md paragraph of the original Bolshe- 
vik gospel. 


Even his ruling partner, Lenin, gave 
round in some instances, notably in 
Lhc case of the Brost-Litovsk treaty 
Between Russia and Germany, which 
ended Russia's participation in the 
1914-18 World war. Trotsky conduct- 
ed the negotiations with the Ger- 
mans, but wouldn't accept their final 
terms. Lenin went over his head and 
accepted the treaty. Trotsky resigned 
rather than sign it. 


Lenin and Trotsky, being of the 


original faith, patched up this quarrel.

When Lenin died and the chief of- 


fice of the U. S. S. R. was vacant, 
Trotsky was on a vacation trip to a 
icalth resort. Trotsky, co-ruler with 
"icnin, was the automatic choice to 
succeed him. But Russia was still in 
.umult. A lot depended upon who 
lound quick favor with the Bolshevist 
rank and file gathered around Lenin's 
' ier. 


Stalin, tlie party secretary, stopped 
telegram to Trotsky which would 


have notified him of Lenin's death. 


Lenin was buried, and there was 


no sign of Trotsky at the funeral- 
Trotsky, Lenin's own partner. 


But Trotsky was blissfully travel- 


ing to a health resort, ignorant of 
disaster. 


When he learned of Lenin's death, 


Trotsky hurled back to Moscow. Bui 
too late. Stalin had made a greal 
show of mourning at Lenin's bier. Sta- 
lin had found favor with the party 
rank and file. Stalin was the new 
head man in Russia. 


And Stalin detested Trotsky.

The end of that duel was Trotsky's 


flight to Mexico in January 1937. For 
a comparison of the two men- 
thcorist Trotsky and the Dictator Sta- 
lin—I give you these analytical para- 
graphs from the Associated Press, a 
lair summation of the two men, in 
the judgment of anyone who has fol- 
lowed their careers in books and 
articles for many years. Says the 
Associated Press: 


"The day that Trotsky landed in 


Mexico an English translation of 
his bitterly-worded "The Revolut- 
ion Betrayed" was delivered to a 
New York publishing house.

had .substituted for the workers' 
and peasants' republic

parable to the Nazi regime in Ger- 
many and the Fascist

ment of Italy.

sky aimed at a Fascist dictatorship 
lor himself, pointing to confes- 
sions of his former adherents that 
they had plotted with Germany 
and Japan to force a losing war 
upon the Soviet Union in order to 
discredit and overthrow the Mos- 
cow government.

1812, and which has been progressively 
dying for 125 years, now virtually 
vanishes between two peoples. 


The Canadians, while thoroughly 


loyal to the. British Crown and Em- 
pire, are more closely akin to Amer- 
icans than to Britons. They have the 
came kind of cities, they developed a 
new country in the same way, they 
have the same kind of agricultural 
and industrial problems, and have 
created a civilization in the same 
kind of sweeping continental way. 


If the heart lies where the treasure 


is, then a considerable part of the 
American heart is concerned over the 
safety o£ Canada. About one-third of 
all investments of U. S. money abroad 
is fei^Canada. These investments are 
greater than the total in any other 
country. 


When Canada had tariff walls, trade 


was difficult for U. S. manufactur- 
ers. So they simply built new plants 
in Canada. 


But many, regardless of tariffs, in- 


vested in plants in Canada because 
there was good money ,'to be made 
there.

Kiwanis Group 
Holds Meeting 


Pilkinton Tells 
of Recent 
Defense Meet 


Senator James Pilkinlon was the 


principal speaker at a get-to-gather 
meeting of the Kiwanis Club mem- 
bers and their ladies at the coun- 
try club here Thursday night. 


Mr. Pilkinton gave an account of 


the federal defense conference held 
in Washington, D. C., August 5 and 
6, in which he participated. 


The text of his speech follows: 


Mr. President, Members of the Ki- 
wanis Club, and Friends: 


"Our government, as set up by 


the constitution of the United States, 
is one in which powers are separat- 
ed. Certain functions are given ex- 
pressly to the federal government; 
other functions are reserved to the 
states and can be exercised by the 
states alone. It is clear 
therefore 


the mining invest- that if American defense is to be 


made completely adequate without 
changing the form of American gov- 
ernment there must, of necessity, be 
a degree of very close co-operation 
between the national government at 
Washington and the governments of 
the various states in the American 
union. 


I do not think the national govern- 


ment desires to destroy state rights 
in rearming America. Rather it seems 
to me that there is a desire in Wash- 
ington that each state become a cog- 
wheel in the program. This is nec- 
essary if the program is to move 
forward effectively and at the same 
time make unnecessary" and detours 
from the straight and age old path 
of liberty through state rights. 


The Federal-State National Defense 


Conference which met in Washington, 
D. C., on August 5 and 6, 1940, was 
called by the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice to discuss this pro- 
blem of Federal-State cooperation. 


There were many features of the 


defense program discussed. Natural- 
ly a great deal of time was given 
over to a discussion of how best to 
control the activities of persons or 
organizations which are at work in 
this country driected or subsidized 
by foreign governments or agencies 
and which seek to serve the interests 
of those foreign governments, dicta- 
tors or agencies. Such person or or- 
ganization for the want of a better 
term are called "fifth columnist." 


It is a matter of record that the 


department of justice is receiving ap- 
l.ioximately 1,800 complaints a day 
directed at so-called fifth column act- 
ivities. Some are valid complaints, oth- 
ers are not. Complaints often come 
in because some one is mad at their 
neighbor, or because the subject of 
suspicion is a queer but 
harmless 


individual that has attracted attent- 
ion in the community.

Those Wlio MaVc fallen Into Great 


Depths Can Find Salvation 


In God 


Text: II Samuel 12:13-14; Psalms 


51:1-3, 9-13; 32:5

A man of generous spirit, noble 


thoughts and virtuous deeds may 
none the less be capable of suc- 
cumbing to gross temptations and once 
caught in the toils of sin hrf* may 
descend t° shabby and oven criminal 
things. All this is strikingly illustrat- 
ed in the history of David, the shep- 
herd .boy, and psalm-singer who be- 
came king of Israel, and particularly 
In the sordid and tragic story that 
lies back of this lesson. 


David, contrary to his usual charac- 


ter, was staying at home while Joab 
was leading the army in the field 
against a menacing enemy. If he had 
been out,where* fie ought to have been 
leading his troops, the tragedy might 
never have occurred. The allure- 
ment of a beautiful woman, whom he 
had seen from the roof where he 
had gone for the siesta, proved suf- 
ficient to entice David into adultery. 
Then, to cover up his sin, he sug- 
gested to Joab that the innocent hus- 
band, Uriah, should .be put in the 
thick: of the/battle and then desert- 
ed as to make sure of his death. 


With the husband out of the way, 


David married Bathsheba, for whom 
and for whose child he evidently had 
n very sincere love, but the foul 
deed he had committeed was by no 
means-wiped out. The child died, and 
a year, afterward Nathan, the prop- 
het, dared to rebuke David in a plain 
and exceedingly courageous way. 


Nathan's rebuke was ingenious as 


well. He told the story of a rich 
man who had' everything, but who 
had nevertheless stolen the ewe lamb 
of a poor neighbor. What, he-asked 
David, should be done with the man 
who would do such a contemptible 
thing? 
- 


David denounced him and declared 


him worthy of death, and it was then 
that Nathan, pointing his finger at 
the king, denclare, "Thou are the 
man." Here again, however, that fin- 
est quality in David came to light. 
He might have destroyed 
Nathan, 


but he acknowledged the greatness 
of his guilt and confessed his sin. 


Whether or not he wrote the 51st 


Psalm, in which the writer 
calls 


for God's mercy and pleads to be 
cleansed from his sin, we do not 
know. But much in this Psalm would 
have .applied to David's case, parti- 
cularly where he-says, "I know my 
transgressions 
and my sin is ever 


before me."'The Psalm is a clean and 
noble prayer for salvation from sin 
and from past wrong. "Create in me a 
clean heart, O God; and renew a right 
spirit within me." 


If the Bible is a book of sin and 


tragedy—in this case, of adultery and 
foul murder—the Bible is a book that 
is magnificent in its revelation of for- 
giveness and in its teaching 
that 


even those who have fallen to the 
greatest depths can find 
restoration 


and .salvation if .they seek God in 
the humility of sincere and true re- 
pentance.

There wns no dive bombing, no 


nrrnndn of 50 to 80 planes sercuming 
down in close formation nttnck on n 
British convoy making its slow wny 
into u southeastern port. 


But there was n certainty of ap- 


proach which stamped this raid as 
something entirely different

For the men who were flying these 


bombers wore not ran): amateurs 
fresh from 40 hours of ground school. 


They were veterans of Poland, Nor- 


way and landers—if bombing techni- 
que Is any criterion. 


Searchlights Are Targets

Wheeling In, the bombers approach- 


ed their objectives—the shipyards, «as 
tanks, conl works and .steel plants. 


Anti-siircraft guns set up a ter- 


rific barrage. 


Giant 65 billion candlcpowcr search 


lights pierced the .skies; one fastened 
on a Junkers 58. From 
darkness 


above, a Moeserschmitt or Heinkel 
plummeted down and began pouring 
tracer bullets into the beam. The 
light went out. 


A series of explosions followed. One 


heavy bomb, missing a railroml bridge 
demolished two medium sixcd build- 
ings. The impact wns .so great win- 
dows within a mile were shattered. 


Suddenly a terrific detonation red- 


dened the sky, then the explosions 
slopped as the bombers droned back 
out across the North Sea. Military 
damage was slight: one school house 
crippled, one water main smashed, 
several houses demolished. A 19-year- 
old air raid warden was killed by 
t-praying machine pun bullets. 


N'o Panic, No One Loaves 


But in Ibis town, the destruction of 


a row of slum dwellings gave some 
idea what London's east side may 
be in for. 


A number of people worn killed by 


one bomb. But when every person 
in the village viewed the damage the 
next morning, so complete i! looked 
os if Hollywood hod constructed a 
stage set to film another version of 
"Wings", there was no panic or de- 
fire to flee the town.

This I;IW 
provides for the registration of all 
alienu beginning August 27, 1!MO. It 
is the joint task of the Federal and 
Slate government to reassure the alien 
that registration is a friendly act, an 
effort to identify those who are friend- 
ly to our national institutions, and to 
spare them from harassment and per- 
secution. It should be borne in mind 
by all concerned that the term "alien" 
is not .-.ynoymous with "fifth CoJtmin- 
ist, 
and that the Federal govern- 


ment is not preparing concentration 
camps for aliens. In this connection 
it might also be paid that it is not de- 
sirable policy to bring pressure on 
aliens
